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Holiday travelers 
begin Yule exodus

Holiday travelers jammed airports, 
train stations and bus terminals and 
millions of motorists headed out onto 
snowcovered roadways today as 
Americans began their Christmas ex­ 
odus. 
At Chicago’s O’Hare International Air­ 
port — the world’s busiest — police 
reported large crowds around ticket 
counters and gates Thursday. An airport 
spokesman predicted “one helluva mob” 
at the airport today. 
Amtrack put extra trains in service to 
handle holiday crowds and bus lines 
followed suit. 
But most Americans took to the roads 
to get to their holiday destinations. 
Difficult weather conditions made 
travel hazardous in some areas — main­ 


ly from the northern parts of the 
country. Heavy snows socked portions of 
Indiana, Michigan and New York. 
The National Safety Cornell estimated 
the nation’s motorists would travel 9.7 
billion miles during the holiday period 
starting at 6 p.m. EST Thursday and 
ending at midnight Sunday. The council 
also estimated between 460 and 560 
persons would be killed in traffic mis­ 
haps during the holiday period. 
A United Press International count 
showed only five traffic fatalities had 
been reported by early today. 
Last year, 412 persons died in traffic 
accidents during the four-day holiday 
weekend. 
“Our country’s drivers simply can’t let 
the great joy of the Christmas spirit this 
season overcome the recognition of their 
deep resonsibility to themselves, their 


passengers and to others as they motor 
from one place to another,” said Council 
President Vincent Tofany. 
“The greatest danger will come from 
the Christmas spirits which come by the 
bottle or the glass,” he said. 
A Minnesota corporation announced an 
unorthodox approach to combating 
drunken driving this Christmas season. 


Ted Deikel, president of Fingerhut 
Co., Minnetonka, Minn., told the 2,586 
employes that anyone of them finding 
him-or herself in a situation where it 
would be unsafe to drive home can take a 
taxi at the company’s expense. 
Deikel also asked his employes to offer 
taxi transportation at company expense 
to anyone whom they think should not 
drive, whether a company employe or 
not.

Beattie reflects on early Lompoc, 
public service as retirement nears 


(Editor’s Note: The first of two ar­ 
ticle).

In eight days, Supervisor Francis H 
Beattie will become a private citizen and 
he has no idea what Retirement Day One 
has in store for him. 
“Oh, we’re going to take a long trip,” 
he said Tuesday, “and I may take some 
golf lessons ” The latter reference was 
apparently inspired by a set of golf clubs 
friends gave him at a retirement dinner. 
Beattie will retire from the board of 
supervisors Dec. 31 after completing his 
third four-year term. Before those dozen 
years, Beattie spent 14 years on the Lom­ 
poc Planning Commission. 
How do you step aside from the ac­ 
cumulated memories of so many years 
in public life? Beattie is not quite sure, 
but he has a keen sense of where he’s 
been and what his views are. 
In an interview that stretched over two 
sessions. Beattie talked about all this, 
about his beginnings, about the central 
issues of the day and about his role as a 
county supervisor. 
“It’s been pretty much a bread and 
butter affair.” he said half apologetical­ 
ly “if you’re looking for something un­ 
usual.’’ The longer the interview 
proceeded, however, the more he 
warmed to the task He began to sound 
more like a man about to throw his hat in 
the political ring again than someone 
who was winding down his political 
career. 
Despite his obvious pleasure in ex- 
poundiog his views, he’s through with the 
political life and he makes that clear 
with considerable emphasis. 
But hard on the heels of that dis­ 
claimer, comes the almost wistful 
declaration that if it hadn’t been for a 
bout with surgery a year ago, he 
probably would have run for re-election 
Beattie was born in 1812 in a house that 
still stands near the old rodeo grounds 
east of Santa Ynez. Later the family 
moved to the Lompoc area and Beattie 
recalls making horse and buggy trips 
back and forth between the two areas. 


Beattie began his formal education at 
Artesia School, a one room, country 
school west of Lompoc. The school was 
restored a couple of years ago and has 
been moved to a permanent site on the 
campus of El Camino School. 


Beattie completed high school in the 
City of Lompoc and then went to work on 
the family farm. Even as a high school 
graduate, he was no stranger to hard 
work. 


“I had chores to do as far back as I can 
remember,” he said. “We d cut kindling 
for the next day, milk a couple of cows, 
feed the chickens, feed the horses and 
then when I was old enough to shovel 
manure. I had that chore too, keeping the 
bams and corrals clean.” 


That was humble work, but the ex­ 
perience was to come in handy years 
later when as a county supervisor, he 
would have to deal with agriculture 
preserves, soil productivity and water 
and land use questions. 


The events following the formative 
farm years come back to Beattie in a 
flood. There was marriage, business and 
his service on Lompoc Planning Com­ 
mission. 
Friends approached him in 1964 follow­ 
ing service on the County Grand Jury 
and talked politicis. They wanted him to 
run for the board of supervisors and he

agreed. The voters did the rest. 
“At that time Junior was about ready 
to take some management capability so 
with him getting into the management of 
my car dealership here in Lompoc, it 
gave me time to spend as the super­ 
visor.” “Junior” refers to Beattie s son, 
Francis H. Beattie Jr. 
Life was simpler in 1964 and so was the 
job of supervisor. 
“If you go back in history as far as the 
supervisor is, concerned, years ago, the 
prime job was as the road agent for the 
district and I’ve always fought for good 
road systems, good transportation 
systems.” He cites his efforts for the im­ 
provement of Highway I, for the con­ 
struction of the present Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road which superceded an old 
“farm-io-market road” between the two 
points and notes, “We fought real hard to 
upgrade Harris Grade and some day it 
will be.” 
He said some of the curves on Hams 
Grade needed correcting and concluded. 
“Ifs sttlll in the state highway system 
and I hope it stays there.” 
In a second and final segment, Beattie 
defends his position on the El Capitan 
Ranch rezoning proposal that was 
defeated; gives his blunt assessment of 
the current efforts to develop a com­ 
prehensive plan; and sets forth his views 
on water, the shelved Lompoc Project; 
and the proposals to split the county in 
two. 


NANTUCKET, Mass. (UPI) — Of­ 
ficials and scientists, helpless to contain 
the ecological ravages of the Atlantic 
Coast's worst oil spill, concentrated to­ 
day on setting up monitoring systems to 
keep tabs on the damage. 
A 20-knot southerly wind pushed the oil 
slick from the wrecked tanker Argo 
Merchant — now more than IOO miles 
long — across the southern edge (rf 
Georges Bank. “Ifs like a fat hungry 
snake.” a Coast Guard spokesman said. 
Icy waters have coagulated the oil, 
forming tarlike chunks that have been 
scooped up by scientists crisscrossing 
the suck in research vessels. Navy 
divers Thursday brought sediment sam­ 
ples up from the ocean floor near the re- 
maine of the shattered tanker. 
Massachusetts officials reported 
Thursday none of the 7.6 raiUion gallons 
of oil from the tanker had yet reached 
the floor of the IO,000-square-mile fishing 
ground, one (rf the most important in tile 
world. 
If it does, experts fear it may Uke 
years for the fishing grounds to recover. 
But even if it does not, or it reaches the 
floor in tiny amounts, scientists admit it 
would be difficult to pinpoint the extent 
of environmenUl damage in open seas. 
The U.S. EnvironmenUl Protection 
Agency's Marine and Water Quality 
Laboratory has been named to coor­ 
dinate all environmental impact studies 
relating to the spill from the Liberian- 
registered Unker, which broke up Mon­ 
day 27 miles off Nantucket Island after 
running aground on a shoal last week. 
“We are setting up a situation room 
with chart boards so we can track things. 
By Monday we should have a full blown 
communications center,” said Dr. Jan C. 
Prager, chief of technical assistance. 
At the University of Rhode Island’s 
Graduate School of Oceanography, a 
special oilresponse team was preparing 
URI’s 64 million research vessel 
Endeavor for a tracking trip into the 
Atlantic next Tuesday. 
"In previous spills, nobody has ever 
been able to say where all the oil has 
gone. We hope to find that out this time,” 
said university researcher Robert Sex­ 
ton. 
Not much was left today (rf the 640-foot 
Argo Merchant. The severed stern was 
pointing skyward at an awkward angle 
and what remained of the bow was 
gradually filling with water. 
The Coast Guard Thursday opened all 
hatches on the bow to expedite the sink­ 
ing “so she will not be a hazard to 
navigation," a spokesman said. 
A Coast Guard spokesman said 
observers on a flight over the slick saw 
about 3.000 seagulls of which “only about 
125 were covered with oil.” 


BETHLEHEM, 
Israeli-occupied 
Jordan (UPI) — Thousands of pilgrims 
traveled to the Biblical birthplace of 
Jesus today for what officials predicted 
would be the largest Christmas turnout 
since Israel captured Bethlehem nine 
and one-half years ago. 
The visitors, many wearing short- 
sleeved shirts for the warm sunny day, 
ran a gauntlet of barricades, security 
searches and battleready troops to reach 
Manger Square, the focal point of 
Christmas celebrations in the town. 
“This will be a record tor the last IO 
years.” Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij 
said as he viewed the first arrivals. “We 
expect 20.000 visitors in Manger Square 
tonight — more than double the figure (rf 
last year.” 
The mustachioed, round-faced mayor 
predicted “tranquility,” peace and a 
jovial mood in Bethlehem as hundreds of 
police and troops fanned out to prevent 
Palestinian guerrillas from disrupting 
the observances. 
In an example of the careful security 
at Manger Square, a woman soldier 
opened a nun’s plastic shopping bag dur­ 


ing the morning and searched among the 
potatoes inside for bombs. There were 
none. 
In the square, an Israeli police band 
with musicians in black uniforms played 
Broadway show tunes, such as a medley 
from West Side Story. A procession of 
boy scouts in colorful uniforms marched 
through the square. 
The Roman Catholic patriarch in the 
Holy Land, Msgr. Giacomo Beltritti, led 
a procession from Jerusalem to Beth­ 
lehem to open the 10th Christmas 
celebrations since Israel captured the 
West Bank from Jordan in 1967. 
The Roman Catholic prelate, accom­ 
panied by bands and acolytes, set out on 
foot for the six-mile trek past fields 
where shepherds still watch their flocks 
as they did 1976 years ago. 
Services leading up to the Midnight 
Mass at St. Catherine’s Church, adjoin­ 
ing the fourth century Basilica of the 
Nativity, begin at 10:30 p.m. The mass 
will be transmitted to a big outdoor 
television screen for celebrants on 
Manger Square outside. 
Carter settles down for 
family Yule celebration 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) - The job of 
selecting a Cabinet behind him, 
President-elect Jimmy Carter settled 
down today to a quiet Yuletide celebra­ 
tion with his family. 
The matriarch of the Carter family, 
“Miss Lillian” will be missing from the 
Plains home, however. Carter’s 76-year 
old mother is recuperating from 
arthritic discomfort in an Americus, 
Ga., hospital, where she will have to stay 
through Christmas. 
Family sources said she wants to be in 
“top health” for her son’s inauguration. 
“The family will take Christmas to her,” 
sources said. 
Christmas Day at the Carter’s will be 
devoted to the traditional exchange of 
gifts and holiday feasting. 
Next week, the President-elect will 
gather his Cabinet and New York's top 
executive officers, Gov. Hugh Carey and 
Mayor Abraham Beame at St. Simons, 


an island off the south coast (rf Georgia, 
for wideranging talks on policy and New 
York’s finances. 
Carter signed off at his news con­ 
ference announcing the rest of his ap­ 
pointments Thursday with an expression 
of hope “that we can enter the New Year 
with a commitment to being closer 
together, to sharing our problems and 
our opportunities....” 
Carter penciled in the last name for his 
Cabinet when he selected Washington at­ 
torney and former Johnson White House 
adviser Joseph Califano to head the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare 
With Califano, Carter also named 
former Ford Defense Secretary James 
Schlesinger as a White House assistant 
“for coordination of all energy efforts,” 
and Theodore Sorenson, a former speech 
writer and adviser to President John 
Kennedy, to be director of the CIA.

VAIL, Colo. (UPI) — Forced to the ski 
slope sidelines by an old football injury, 
President Ford is doing what he says he 
does worst - Christmas shopping. 
The President skipped skiing Thursday 
for the first time in his Christmas holi­ 
day vacation and, instead, limped into 
Vail Village to do some last-minute buy­ 
ing. 
“It’s just his old football injury acting 
up,” said White House press secretary 
Ron Nessen. “Wa go through this when 
ha skis a lot.” 
Ford suffered an injury to his right 
knee playing collage football four 
decades ago and it still bothers him oc­ 
casionally. Ford tumbled twice while 
skiing Wednesday, but aides said there 
was no indication the spills caused the sl­ 
ight limp. 
Nessen said a decision on whether 
Ford would ski today depended “basical­ 
ly on how he feels when he gets up in the 
morning.” He said Ford did not ski 
Thursday because he was “just tired and 
stiff. It was no big deal.” 
The President went swimming Thurs­ 
day morning, took a warm whirlpool 
bath to ease his knee, worked on his 
State of the Union address and, finally, 
did his long-delayed Christmas shopping. 
“I’m a lousy Christmas shopper,” he 
said winding through four shops “I 
always leave things to the last minute.” 


Ford laughed at a jewelry store dis­ 
play window with a notice reading, 
“Carter Gives You Peanuts, but Vail 
Custom Jewelry Gives You Diamonds.” 
He bought Something for Mrs. Ford in 
the shop. Asked what it was by 
reporters, the President smiled and said, 
“If I told you, there wouldn’t be any sur­ 
prise Christmas morning.” 
Touring other shops, Ford purchased 
three acrylic Christmas tree decorations 
for friends and commented, “I haven’t 
done too badly shopping, but I still have 
to get something for Jack and Steve.” 
Ford felt some frustration trying to 
figure out what to buy his offspring. 
“Jack and Steve, they’re so uncom­ 
municative,” he said. 
The President’s spirits, unlike his 
knee, were not suffering. 
He laughingly told an aide to send 
telegrams to White House reporters who 
once covered him but were now with 
Jimmy Carter in Georgia. 
“Have the telegram read, ’Wish you 
were here,”' Ford said with a smile. 
The President and Mrs. Ford were 
given a Christmas serenade by a group of 
local Cub Scouts Thursday evening. The 
Fords promptly joined In the singing out­ 
side their vacation home and the Presi­ 
dent told the youngsters afterward that 
“we hope to be here every Christmas for 
a long time.”

minimum wage goes up for a 
large number of workers — in­ 
cluding farmhands — on New 
Year's Day. 
Virginia Allee. regional 
Employment Standards Ad­ 
ministration chief, said all 
workers currently entitled to 
$2.20 an hour under an amend­ 
ment to the Fair Labor Stan­ 
dards Act (FLSA) will receive 
$2.30 on January I. In addition, 
farmworkers who currently are 
entitled to $2 an hour minimum 
wage go to $2.20 on January I 
with a further hike to $2.30 in 
1978 
Allee said the employe 
categories subject to the new 
$2.30 hourly federal minimum 
include: 
— laundry and dry cleaning 
establishments; 
— construction enterprises 
with a gross annual business 
volume of less than $350,000 
(larger construction firms are 
already subject to the $2.30 
minimum I; 
— hotels, motels, restaurants 
and certain other enterprises 
with an annual gross sales 
volume of at least $250,000; 
— All branches (rf a chain 
store o p eratio n, if the 
enterprise as a whole grosses at 
least $250,000 annually (ending 
a current exemption for in­ 
dividual chain stores grossing 
less than $200.0001; and 
— household dom estic 
workers 
The F L S A . which sets 
minimum wage, overtime pay, 
child labor and equal pay stan­ 
dards. is administered and en­ 
forced by the Employment 
Standards Administration’s 
Wage and Hour Division

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Panama 
warns 
U.S. 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Reacting to U.S. press reports 
unfavorable to his government, 
Panama’s strongman General 
Omar Torrijos has released a 
tough-worded letter to Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger. 
The State Department, where 
publication of the letter was the 
subject of daylong high-level 
consultations Thursday, de­ 
clined comment on Panama’s 
decision to release the di­ 
plomatic note that Torrijos had 
called confidential. 
In the letter, Torrijos warned 
Kissinger that recent “ rash ac­ 
cusations’’ by the United States 
may threaten the security of 
the Panama Canal and negotia­ 
tions on a new treaty. 
“ I am writing you this letter 
to warn you that it is not with 
threats that you will gain our 
support and continued vigilan­ 
ce, which will ensure that the 
canal continues to operate ef­ 
ficiently and with the proper 
defense.” Torrijos said. 
The Nov. 29 note was made 
public Thursday by the 
Panamanian Embassy in Wa­ 
llington, after published re­ 
ports had quoted Defense and 
State Department “ secret ca­ 
bles” that recent terrorist ac­ 
tivities in the U S.-controlled 
Panama Canal Zone allegedly 
were carried out by members 
of Panama’s national guard. 
The Panamanian leader told 
Kissinger that similar charges 
about alleged national guard ac­ 
tivities in the Canal Zone were 
made by U S. Ambassador 
William Jorden in a meeting 
with him Nov. 9 in Panama 
City. 
Torrijos said Jorden told him 
the United States had proof of 
that and “ that any repetition of 
these activities would have 
serious consequences for our 
relations and for the negotia­ 
tions aimed at a new Panama 
Canal treaty.” 
Torrijos said a full investiga­ 
tion of the national guard found 
“ no evidence that such an ac­ 
cusation is well-founded.”

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Senate hopes to confirm Presi­ 
dentelect Jim m y C arter’s 
proposed Cabinet shortly after 
his inauguration, barring strong 
opposition to any of the can­ 
didates. 
When a new administration 
comes into office, the Senate 
tries to complete the confirma­ 
tion inquiry in advance and then 
take the actual vote on each 
Cabinet member after in­ 
auguration. 
Technically, Carter cannot 
submit the nominations to the 
Senate until after he is sworn 
in. 
So, Senate committees hold 
informal meetings to question 
Cabinet nominees. Once the 
names are formally submitted, 
they can be confirmed quickly. 
Proposed reorganization of 
Senate committees could pre­ 
vent assignments of new 
senators before inauguration 
day. 
One suggestion is to let new 
senators sit in on any nomina­ 
tion inquiry they want to. They 
would, of course, have a vote 
when the nomination reaches 
the Senate. 
Congress convenes Jan. 4 and 
will have ample time for infor­ 
mal confirmation hearings 
before the Jan. 20 inauguration. 
The Senate is heavily Demo­ 
cratic and traditionally inclined 
to give a new president the 
Cabinet he wants. Carter’s 
Cabinet choices should have no 
serious problems.

New prime minister 
elected in Japan 


TO KYO (U P I) - Takeo 
Fukuda, a 71-year-old conserva­ 
tive bureaucrat and financial 
wizard, was elected Japan’s 
13th postwar prime minister to­ 
day by razor-thin margins in 
both houses of the parliament. 
Fukuda was elected by a bare 
majority of 256 votes in the 511- 
seat lower house after Prime 
Minister Takeo Miki officially 
tendered his resignation. 
The largely ceremonial upper 
house, which has 246 members, 
immediately confirmed him by 
125 votes. 
The ruling Liberal Democrat­ 
ic party elected Fukuda its 
party president Thursday, vir­ 
tually ensuring him of winning 
election as premier in parlia­ 
ment where his party holds a 
slim majority. 
Fukuda said after the party 
caucus that there will be no 
major changes in Japan’s 
foreign policy under his leader­ 
ship. He said he agreed with 
P re s id e n t- e le c t 
Jim m y 
Carter’s proposal for an early 


summit of non-Communist in­ 
dustrialized nations. 
Fukuda takes over at a time 
when the business-oriented rul­ 
ing party holds a bare four-seat 
majority in the lower house 
following Dec. 5 general elec­ 
tions. 


Angered at a number of rank­ 
ing Liberal Democrats’ involve­ 
ment in the $12 m illion 
Lockheed payoff scandal, vot­ 
ers handed the pro-American 
party its worst political setback 
in its 21-year history. 


Fukuda. strongly supported 
by the business community, in­ 
herits an economy still in the 
grip of recession lingering from 
the 1973 oil crisis. Business 
leaders hope his financial ex­ 
pertise will help lead Japan out 
of its industrial slump. 
Fukuda. a former finance 
minister, foreign minister, and 
minister in a number of other 
cabinet posts, has been waiting 
in the wings for more than IO 
years to move into the top spot. 


BOSTON (U P I) - New 
England state officials who 
favor oil exploration off their 
coast say the Argo Merchant 
tanker disaster demonstrates 
the region would be “ far better 
off” with offshore drilling. 
Governors in Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts and New Hamp­ 
shire uniformly want n" delays 
in offshore oil exploration 
scheduled next spring The oil 
would be brought to the coast 
by pipeline 
Gov. Meldrim Thomson. R- 
N H , also argued that the dis­ 
aster involving the 23-yearold 
Liberian-registered 
ship 
demonstrates that modern 
supertankers could do a better 
job of transporting oil. 
A federal study given the 
governors forecasts three 
decades of offshore exploration 
will mean $3.5 billion in invest­ 
ments and create 9.500 jobs. 
The federal government 
plans to offer for offshore oil 


exploration 206 tracts of ocean 
floor nine square mile each as 
close as 47 miles to the New 
England coast. Much of the 
same area is now blanketed by 
the oil spill from the Argo 
Merchant. 
Gov Philip W Noel. D-R.I., 
said the disaster shows it is bet­ 
ter for Americans to drill for oil 
at home than to rely on ships 
registered in nations with 
weaker safety regulations. 
"If it (the spill) has any ef­ 
fect it all. it should be to create 
an awareness among those in 
the Northeast coastal area that 
we’re far better off using our 
own people and our own 
technology in order to produce 
petroleum product in an en­ 
vironmentally safe way,” Noel 
said Thursday. 
“ Some of the equipment and 
technology they use is vastly in­ 
ferior to the technology we’ve 
developed in this country,” 
Noel said. 


Commission warns of CB 
antenna electrocutions 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - If 
you are careless, a citizens 
band radio antenna can electro­ 
cute you. the Consumer Pro­ 
duct Safety Commission warns. 
The commission said it had 
received reports of 92 deaths 
and 156 injuries from antenna 
accidents in the past year. It is­ 
sued the warning Thursday 
because it expects many people 
will receive CB radios for 
Christmas. 
The agency said most acci­ 
dents involved contact between 
the antennas and power lines 
during installation or removal 
from mountings alongside pri­ 
vate homes on masts or towers 
“ Avoid putting up antennas 
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anywhere in the vicinity of 
power lines. If this cannot be 
avoided, contact the power 
company in advance for further 
instructions.” the agency said. 
The agency suggested attach­ 
ing ropes to antennas during in­ 
stallation or removal, to hold 
the antennas steady. 


In other actions the commis­ 
sion announced Thursday: 
— It determined that former 
commission Chairman Richard 
Simpson did not violate the law 
by forming a consulting firm 
working for two standards 
organizations A majority of the 
commissioners said Simpson's 
customers do not qualify as 
manufacturers, for whom he 
would have been prohibited 
from working, and that the 
Justice Department fully 
agrees with the decision. 
— It turned down a petition 
for safety standards covering 
support wires for pierced earr­ 
ings. The agency had been 
asked to require that the wires 
be made in such a way that they 
spring loose when an earring is 
acidentally pulled off, but said 
it does not believe there is a 
problem 
— It turned down a petition 
for safety standards for five- 
gallon glass water bottles of the 
type used in office water 
coolers.

Lillian’’ is feeling much better 
after suffering arthritic pain in 
the hip, but will have to spend 
Christmas in the hospital. 
Family sources said Thurs­ 
day the 78-year-old mother of 
the President-elect wants to be 
in “ top health” for her son’s in­ 
auguration. 
"The family will Uke Christ­ 
mas to her,” sources said. 
“ Miss Lillian” traditionally 
invites the Carter clan to her 
home for a sausage, eggs and 
grits breakfast on Christmas 
Day. The fam ily has not 
decided yet whether they will 
carry on with the ritual despite 
her absence. 
“ She has to be in the hospiUl 
several more days,” sources 
said. “ She had some tests but 
they revealed nothing serious. 
The tests were very good.” 
“ I ’m sure it will be a happy 
Christmas for her,” sources 
said, adding that “ the family 
Christmas will center around 
her.”

Agreement reached 
on beef imports 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Agriculture SecreUry John A. 
Knebel says the government 
has reached ‘‘substantive 
agreement” with beef ex­ 
porting countries on what other 
officials describe as the tightest 
voluntary beef import restraint 
system ever negotiated. 
Knebel said in a statement 
that the agreements will assure 
total 1977 beef imports will not 
exceed the "trigger level” of 
1.282 billion pounds provided 
under the Federal Meat Import 
Control Act. 
The law requires lower beef 
import quotas if shipments ap­ 
pear likely to exceed the trigger 
level. 


$ 3 billion 
copter pact 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Th* 
Pentagon had cheering holiday 
news for Sikorsky Aircraft 
Division Thursday: a military 
helicopter contract that could 
reach more than $3 billion. 
The Army announced it had 
chosen Sikorsky over Boeing 
Vertol for construction of the 
UTTAS (Utility Tactical Tran­ 
sport Aircraft System). 
The Navy is expected to order 
a ship-borne helicopter in the 
spring, and the choice by the 
Army makes Sikorsky the 
favorite for that contract. 
Several NATO countries have 
expressed interest in buying the 
helicopter the Army has cho­ 
sen. 
The contract award was 
greeted with cheers and ap­ 
plause at the Sikorsky plant in 
Stratford, Conn. A company 
spokesman estimated the con­ 
tract will mean an extra 2,000 
jobs. 
One official said, “ It’s the 
end of the big sweat.” Another 
said, “ Don’t tell me there’s no 
Santa Claus.” 


“ All that remains is for the 
agreements to be formalized by 
the participating countries,” in­ 
cluding Australia and other 
major shippers. Knebel said. 


Other officials said the tow 
agreements will be tougher 
than in the past for two 
reasons: 


First, the 1977 agreements in­ 
clude one with Canada, which 
did not participate in similar 
arrangements in the past. TTiis 
rules out the possibility of “ end 
runs’’ in which third countries 
ship beef into Canada and dis­ 
place Canadian beef into the 
American market. 
Second, the new agreements 
include provisions under which 
imported beef processed in 
American free trade zones and 
territories will be counted 
against allocations for the ship­ 
ping nations. In the past, such 
processed beef was not counted 
against quotas and evaded the 
allocation system.

It was 1926, the year I was five, that I. 
received a big tricycle from Santa Clause 
We were living with my grand­ 
parents, Al and Rosa Pierce, in the old 
Murray place on South M Street, while 
our house was being built on the comer 
of J and Hickory. Christmas Eve 
Grandma and I were very busy in the 
kitchen while Grandpa and my parents, 
M arie and Lloyd H uyck, w ere 
“somewhere about.” Then all of a sud­ 
den I heard a terrific clatter on the roof 
and knew that Santa had arrived. I think 
I shook and my knees knocked together 
while I hung onto Grandma’s skirt, 
scared and excited at the same time. She 
said we had to wait until we heard him 
leave, then we could go into the living 
room. Soon the clatter came again

The tree had lots of cornucopias 
filled with candy and nuts and one had a 
little cupie doll peering over the top My 
mother tells me we had lights, but I don’t 
remember them, just lots of tinsel that 
we called icicles. Mother also reminds 
me that Christmas Day when we and the 
Bert Bios family gathered for our 
traditional big Christmas Dinner that I 
was pretty ornery about sharing my 
trike with cousins Phyllis and Jack Rios, 
There was the Christmas I got the 
baby doll, then another that I got a 
Mama doll, and each Christmas there 
was a handmade dress or two (all my 
clothes were handmade in those days) 
from Grandma Pierce, with knee-banded 
bloomers to match, but the childhood 
Christmas that sticks in my mind is the 
one with the trike 
Actually each Christmas has been very 
special, but I do remember one other 
rather vividly. It was 1944 and Walt had 
left in October for service in the war 
somewhere. By Christmas I hadn’t heard 
from him — World War II censorship 
was very tight and destinations were 
kept secret and the mails were about a 
month behind We were at the Rioses, 
my folks, my son Barry, the Pierces and 
Aunt Myrtle, Phyllis and Carolyn Rios 
Bert and sons, Jack and Pierce, were out 
in the Pacific somewhere on ships So we 
were working the Ouija Board gift to find 
out where they all were, especially Walt, 
as we didn't even know if he was in the 
Pacific or Europe The Ouija Board said 
he weld to China, of all places, and we 
just couldn't get another location out of 
it. 
It turned out he had already been in 
battle in Germany and was in the 
hospital in England on Christmas So my 
first vulture into the field of psychic 
phenomena was a complete flop. After 
that the Ouija Board became a drawing 
board!

Christmas is my most favorite time of 
the year. Even with an overdose of sales 
promotion and commercialism, it ap­ 
pears to me that the season which 
celebrates the birth of Christ is the one 
time during the year when most people 
make at least a little effort to be better 
♦hap usual and to be more concerned 
than usual about their fellowman. 
To enable me to better understand 
various aspects of what it is that we 
celebrate at Christmas, I have developed 
my own definitions for two words. To me 
a “present” is that item which one pre­ 
sents to another person as an outgrowth 
of a social obligation or because one 
feels that he or she should show their ap­ 
preciation to another who has done them 
a favor.

He paddled down the hall in his red 
pajamas and as he turned the comer and 
witnessed the Christmas tree with its 
lights shining bright and the large 
number of gaily wrapped “presents” 
beneath the tree, he was stunned 
momentarily. Just then he spied the car.

If anyone could have seen the look in 
that child’s eyes. It was not a look that I 
can describe because that look of sheer 
joy was an experience special to me.

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Action on bowl 
noise delayed

UCSB has already received and six months, and the extension is 


'Julen' celebrated 
throughout Valley 


Julen 
— 
Danish 
for 
Christmas — is regarded as the 
greatest holiday on the Danish 
calendar and once again it will 
be celebrated in a traditional 
old world style by the hundreds 
of Danish-Americans and their 
families in Solvang. 
A sumptuous dinner, family 
gift giving and dancing around 
the family Christmas tree are 
all scheduled on Christmas 
fgve 
Following an all-Danish ser­ 
vice at 4 p.m. and an English 
rite at the typically Danish rurl- 
styled Bethania Lutheran 
Church, most Solvang families 
of Danish descent head for 
home and the start of the 
festivities which usually far ex­ 
cel in magnitude the events on 
Christmas Day. 
The Christmas Eve dinner in 
a Danish home begins with the 
serving of risengord, a rice 
porridge sprinkled with cin­ 
namon and a big butter “eye” 
in the center. One of the serv­ 
ings contains a blanched al­ 
mond and the lucky recipient 


will be awarded an “almond 
prise,” such as marx!pan fruit 
or some other trifle. 
The rice pudding is followed 
by the bringing to the table for 
carving a roast goose, gaily 
bedecked with Danish flags and 
stuffed with apples and prunes. 
Side dishes are red cabbage, 
potatoes browned in sugar and 
apple jelly, all of which are con­ 
sumed with generous draughts 
of “ Julei,” a sweet, non­ 
alcoholic beer. 
For dessert there is a wide 
variety of things: “Isspil,” an 
ice cream dish laced with 
cherry syrup for the children 
and Cherry Herring for the 
adults, along with apple cake, 
fruits and nuts. 
Experts who were born in 
Denmark and who now live in 
Solvang say no Danish 
housewife would think of 
celebrating Christmas without 
baking dozens of traditional 
cookies, fancy breads and 
cakes, especially such delec- 
tables as “Klejner,” “brune 
kager." and “Pebbwrnodder.” 


The klejner is a four-inch 
long. one inch wide cookie 
made of flour, butter and sugar 
and fried 
pale brown in a 
saucepan of oil, while the brune 
kager is a batter consisting of 
flour, butter, syrup and sugar 
flattened into circular cakes 
and baked in the oven. 
No one, the Danes who know 
say, ever eats the Pebernodder, 
but wives bake them just the 
same. If the children can’t eat 
them - and they usually don’t 
— they play with them. They 
are small, round, pale brown 
cookies about the size of a 
pigeon’s egg. 
As one of the elderly Danish- 
American said of the Christmas 
Eve dinner in a Solvang home, 
“ the Jute dinner isn’t for 
anyone on a diet.” “ But who,” 
he asked, “diets on holidays." 
A fter the dinner, the 
Christmas Eve celebrations 
continue. People gather around 
the tree for the exchange of 
gifts and usually there is the 
singing of hymns. 
District disappointed 
over rejection of funds 


The hot topic of excess noise 
from concerts at the County 
Bowl won’t be settled by the 
current board of supervisors 
since they acted this week to 
continue the matter to January 
17. 
Three new supervisors will be 
sitting then to tackle a number 
of added dimensions to the 
problem aired at the public 
hearing. 
County Health Dept, has 
worked up a technical docu­ 
ment limiting the average 
decibel limit to 90, meaning the 
irate homeowners at the top 
should hear no more than OO 
decibels. 
But that and other technical 
limits may be moot, as it was 
brought up by Mrs. Archie 
Wallace that the city of Santa 
Barters already has a rule that 
says noise from group activities 
should not even be heard 300 
feet away. County counsel was 
directed to look into this matter 
and And out the details and 
report on whether county 
health’s guidelines apply. 
Supervisor Frank Frost, a 
part-time musician and jazz 
buff, suggested no rock con­ 
certs at all be allowed at the 
bowl, which prompted Bob 
Bartlett to jump up and protest 
that that would be “absurd” 
and prejudicial. 
Bartlett heads the organiza­ 
tion that provides private 
security for concerts both at the 
Bowl, UCSB’s Robertson Gym 
and other events in the state. 
“People who attend the shows 
are local people and have rights 
too.” he said. Supervisor 
Robert Kallman thought the 
suggestion was worthy of con­ 
sideration, but stressed rock 
concert would be hard to define. 


Richard Dunn, conductor of 
the Summer Symphony, 
suggested the board look into 
building an overhead structure, 
which would not only improve 
acoustics, but perhaps solve the 
excess noise level problem. The 
structure over the stage would 
focus the sound toward the 
audience and cut the noise in all 
other directions. 
However, the supervisors 
were not inspired by Dunn’s 
suggestion. 
A number of property owners 
around the rim of the bowl 
spoke to protest concerts as 
bringing excess noise, trespas­ 
sers and litter. 
Among citizen input was a 
group calling itself Citizens for 
a Quieter Santa Barbara. Citing 
damage tp health and picking 
apart technical parts of the 
proposed lease, the CQSB 
generated many questions, sud! 
as what is an “average limit of 
90 decibels?” 
That limit is in the proposed 
lease, but Bob Turkenton of the 
Health Dept, explained their 
m easurem ents take the 
geometric average of sound and 
felt their method was standard 
in computing levels. 
CQSB also asked how the 
supervisors would measure 
noise annoyance, since sound 
levels can affect everyone dif­ 
ferently. A representative of 
the group commented that 
that’s easy, “the residents are 
annoyed!” 
Other aspects of the new 20- 
year lease proposal show a sl­ 
iding scale of payments from 
six to 15 per cent a year of the 
gross, which would go toward 
capital improvements at the 
bowl. 


The Isla Vista Foot Patrol 
will continue to operate with 
county funds through the end of 
the fiscal year. 
The Board of Supervisors 
Monday voted this week to con­ 
tinue funding despite no word 
yet for a grant from the Office 
of Criminal Justice Planning. 


$18,000 grant from CCJP for 
their participation in the Foot 
Patrol. 
There was no dollar figure 
put on the extension, but last 
June the board established a 
special account in the Sheriff- 
Coroner’s budget for $50,000 for 


comparable. 
The action was not without 
dispute as Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher complained that the 
north county was not getting 
patrolled adequately, par­ 
ticularly with recent cuts in 
patrols there.

Officials of the Buellton Com­ 
munity Services District ex­ 
pressed disappointment yester­ 
day that its application for 
some $549,000 in grant funds un­ 
der the federal Public Works 
Employment Act to provide for 
expansion of the district 
domestic water system had 
been turned down. 
Ran Cook, an attorney for the 
district, told district secretary 


Louise Rogers that he had 
learned from Rep. Robert J. 
Lagomarsino (R-Ojai) that 
Buellton was among several in 
Santa Barbara County which 
would not share in the funds. 
Funds, Lagomarsino reported 
to Cox. had been approved wily 
for the Santa Maria Airport. 
These amount to about $400,000, 
with all county projects sought 
totalling about $5 million. 


As a second means of financ­ 
ing the water project, the BCSD 
previous filed an application for 
a loan of about $800,000 under 
the Clean Water Drinking Act. 


The district has learned that 
it is third on a list of 88 appli­ 
cants. Should the loan be ap­ 
proved. approval would require 
a subsequent vote of district 
electors.

NEW YORK (U P I) - If Jeff 
Burroughs wasn’t in baseball, you might 
see him in the magazine ads, Ute ones 
showing you some rugged, outdoor he­ 
man type fly-casting in a mountain 
stream or taking time out from rounding 
up caUle to light up a cigarette. 
Jeff Burroughs is a fine young man, 
clean-cut, well intentioned and sufficient­ 
ly talented so that he received $88,000 for 
signing with the Washington Senators 
seven years ago and considerably more 
than that for playing right field this year 
for the Texas Rangers. 
The big, 25-year-old Long Beach, 
Calif., long-baller has one big drawback. 
He sometimes gets a little foggy, rather 
confused. 
He’ll get his meal money, begin talking 
to someone, lay the money down on a 
table, and then walk away absent- 
mindedly. Or he’ll put his paycheck in his 
suitcase and forget all about it, which he 
has done. 
Maybe Jeff Burroughs does things like 
this because he has so much on his mind 
and he’s too preoccupied. Whatever the 
reason, he couldn’t figure out that six- 
player deal of two weeks back where the 
Rangers wrapped him up in a nice fancy 
ribbon and sent him to the Atlanta 
Braves for Ken Henderson, Carl Morton, 
Roger Moret, Dave May and Adrian 
Devine plus $250,000 in cash.

He grew even 
hotter when he discovered Burroughs 
and Rangers’ owner Brad Corbett had 
hopped over to Las Vegas in a jet last 
Tuesday night before Burroughs was 
scheduled to show up in Atlanta for a 
Wednesday press conference, which he

Oklahoma 
favored 
in Fiesta 
TEMPE. Aril. (UPI) - 
Oklahoma is highly favored to 
even the Big Blight’s record in 
Fiesta Bowl games when it 
meets Wyoming Christmas 
Day. 
The 13th-ranked Sooners are 
the fourth Big Eight team to 
visit the bowl in its six-year 
history. Arizona SUte defeated 
Missouri in 1972 and upset 
Nebraska last year, but in the 
only previous game the Sun 
Devils did not host, Oklahoma 
SUte beat Brigham Young in 
1974. 
Neither Coach Barry Switzer 
of Oklahoma nor Fred Akers of 
Wyoming is particularly con­ 
cerned about the 16-18 point ad- 
vanUge the oddsmakers are 
giving Oklahoma. 
Switzer says, "Oklahoma has 
a tradition of playing a big 
game well, and I like to think 
we will play with a lot of pride 
and emotion." 
Akers says, "I’m getting used 
to being the underdog, and I 
don’t pay any attention to it one 
way or the other. I expect our 
young men to go onto the field 
and compete like they have 
against every opponent we’ve 
had this year.” 
Switzer and Akers, former 
teammates at Arkansas, both 
have their teams operating 
from the Wishbone. 
Wyoming, however, has an 
atypical Wishbone, in that it 
passes more than most teams 
using the offense and has 
smaller backs. The Cowboys’ 
fullback and leading rusher, 
RobMe Wright, is only 5-10 and 
183 pounds. Halfbacks Latrail 
Jones and Bob Davis weigh 160 
and 185 pounds, respectively. 
"Their hacks are good, little 
quick runners and they are hard 
to get hold of,” says Switzer. 
“They nm well in open field 
situations.

As we all know, the jurisdiction of the 
federal government is everywhere: so 
the prosecutor decided on Memphis as 
the place to try Reems. In the choice of 
that city, the defense finds dark 
cynicism. The implication is that only in 
Rubes Ville would a jury find “ Deep 
Throat" to be obscene. This is difficult to 
follow. “ Deep Throat” would be found 
obscene if shown in Sodom and 
Gomorrah. 
The so-called “ Memphis argument” 
goes on to say that if the conviction of 
Reems is upheld, the federal govern­ 
ment would have at its disposal the 
means of setting obscenity standards for 
the whole nation by the simple act of 
finding the chastest corner of the 
republic, and prosecuting a film or book 
there, gaining a conviction, and then 
driving the product out of the projection 
rooms and book stores of the more 
cosmopolitan, raunchier parts of the 
country. Moreover, they warn us, if the 
government is allowed to succeed with 
“ Deep Throat", where will the govern­ 
ment stop? Will it go back and find 
“ Ulysses” was obscene after all, revers­ 
ing a generation of progress since Judge 
Woolsey made his liberating decision on 
“ Ulysses” ? 
Then — the defense goes on — there is 
the ex post facto problem. In, 1972, when 
Harry Reems made the movie, the 
courts were being guided by the Roth 


something vras obscene if it appealed ex­ 
clusively to the prurient interest and had 
no “ redeeming social importance” 
whatever. It wasn’t until 1973 that the 
Supreme Court revised that definition, 
doing away with the social importance 
clause and leaving the definition of 
obscenity to be if the “average person, 
applying contemporary community stan­ 
dards would find that the work, taken as 
a whole, appeals to the prurient in­ 
terest.” That means that in 1976, Reems 
was tried by 1973 standards for doing 
something he did in 1972. 
Where are we left? 
In a way, “ Deep Throat” is the perfect 
target precisely because those who de­ 
fend it cannot, however resourceful their 
reserves of sophism, maintain that it is 
anything less than what Harry Reems 
was paid one hundred dollars to do: 
make obscenity. All other positions on 
the film are not worth listening to. 
The two questions that survive are: Is 
the government legitimately concerned 
with obscenity? If so, then it must be 
legitimately concerned with “ Deep 
Throat." The argument that if the 
government is permitted to move 
against “ Deep Throat,” tomorrow it will 
move against the “ Song of Solomon,” is 


the old argument of give him an inch and 
he’ll take a mile. It is not without merit. 
The government that was given the right 
to tax income by a Congress that spoke 
as if ten per cent was higher than the 
government would ever reach out for, in 
a generation or so was happily taxing at 
a 90 per cent rate. Still, a self-governing 
people has primarily itself to consult 
when setting standards. The history of 
capital punishment suggests that the 
government can retreat from the exer­ 
cise of a drastic sanction, rather than the 
necessity that it will (adapting the 
obscenity logic) move in the direction of 
electrocuting double-parkers.

question whether Memphis can “set 
standards” for San Francisco and New 
York. Well, as a libertarian the whole 
business makes one uneasy.

Washington Merry-Go- Round

WASHINGTON — House investigators 


have uncovered dramatic new evidence 
that the accused killer of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. may not have acted 
alone. 
Tile murder was pinned on James Earl 


Ray, an escaped convict, who used phony 
passports to slip out of the country. Ac­ 
cording to the in­ 
vestigators, he got as 
far as Portugal, where 
he received “ further 
instructions" from a 
secret conspirator. 
Ray finally was 


tracked down in 
London and extradited 
to the United States 
for trial. His activities 
in 
Portugal, 


meanwhile, have been 
concealed from the 
authorities for eight 
years. 
Not until a few 
* 
weeks ago did the 
House investigators 
learn about Ray’s Por­ 
tugal connection from a “witness who 
had never previously been interviewed 
by any investigative agency." 
The investigators reported this startl­ 
ing development confidentially to the 
Select Committee on Assassinations. 
“Ray contacted another person from 
whom he received further instructions," 
they disclosed cautiously in a 
preliminary report. 
They didn’t mention in the report 


where the contact was made, except that 
it was "out of the United States." We 
have established that the location was 
Portugal. 
The investigators also have uncovered 


some intriguing new information about 
Lee Harvey Oswald, the accused assas­ 
sin of President John F. Kennedy. 
According to the report, the commit­ 
tee staff "spent seven hours questioning 
an ex-CIA agent who had come forth to 
relate his personal knowledge of the con­ 
tents of conversations between Lee 
Harvey Oswald and personnel within the 
Cuban and Soviet embassies in Mexico 
City.” 
Oswald’s conversations, according to 


our sources, were monitored by the 
Central Intelligence Agency. Immediate­ 
ly, staff members “were dispetched to 
Mexico City where they conducted 
further interviews,’’ the import dis­ 
closes. No evidence has been uncovered 
so far. however, that Oswald discussed 
the Kennedy a—amination at either em­ 
bassy. 
The committee will probe deeply Into 


any connection between the CIA and 
Kennedy's assassination. Hie agency, 
we have learned, has rttore than 60 
cartons of top-secret documents 
“ relating to the assassination of Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy and the activities 
of Lee Harvey Oswald prior to that as­ 
sassination." 
Meanwhile, the committee staff is 


anxiously awaiting congressional ap­ 
proval of their equest for a record 96.5 
million to investigate the assassinations. 
Behind closed doors, Richard Sprague, 
the panel’s brilliant staff director from 
Philadelphia, dramatically laid out hit 
plans, and persuaded even 
the most 


stubborn members of the committee that 
the money was necessary. 
Sprague pointed out that, compered to 


other investigations, the money he 
wanted was not an unreasonable sum. 
For example, he noted that for the first 
three-month period of the search for Pat­ 
ty Hearst. the FBI spent (2.6 million. 
In addition, Sprague explained, the 


New York State investigation of abuse in 
the Medicaid program has a budget of 96 
million for its second year. 
Rep. Henry Gonzales. D-Tex., the in­ 
coming chairman of the assassination 
committee, told us be is convinced that 
Sprague is right. 
CONFLICT CURBS: President-elect 


Jimmy Carter, armed with an un­ 
published survey showing that employes 
are abysmally ignorant of conflict-of- 
interest laws, plans to make an ex­ 
ecutive order on the problem one of his 
first orders of business. 
According to the survey, prepared by 


Ralph Nader's Center for Law and Social 
Policy, the conflict laws are so complex 
that employes can’t understand them. 
In fact, the employes told the Nader In­ 
terviewers, the legal terminology la "so 
boring and burdeniome’’ that they sign 
federal job agreements without even 
reading the regulations. 
Some agencies, states the report, don’t 


even bother to provide workers with the 
written laws. Instead, the employes 
receieve quick oral briefings. 
Incredibly, federal agencies do not re­ 
mind employes about potential conflicts 
when they leave the government. The 
burden is on the worker to determine if 
taking a new job is illegal. 
As a result, top government executives 


are caught in a revolving door between 
business and government, which moves 
so fast it is difficult to distinguish the 
watchdogs from those who are being 
watched. In some cases, regulators 
break the law by quickly accepting jobs 
in the industries they were regulating.
